Britaln was to have administer- 
ed the territory under the plan 
until then, assisted by the 
United States, France, Haly, 
Egypt and a representative of 
the local population. 

Mr Bevin discussed the ques- 
tion with the French Forelgn 
Minister, M. Robert Schuman, 
last month and the matter may 
be discussed further by the two 
Ministers during their present 
visit to Strasbourg for the 
Council of Europe meeting. 

These discussions largely con- 
cerned efforts to iron out differ- 
ances: between Britain and 
France on the‘ future of Libya, 
Under the Bevin-Sforza plan, 
provision was made ‘for even- 
tual incorporation of Cyrenaica, 
Tripolitunia and Fezzan into 
a “united Libya” if that was 
the express wish of the inhabi- 
tants. It further provided © for 
the whole of Libya to become 
Independent after 10 years, 
subject to the approval at that 
time of the General Assembly.
